WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


There has been no life or snap to the canned foods 
market this week, in any line of goods. This does not 
mean that there has not been buying, for there has, but it 
has been of the same desultory kind that has character- 
ized all transactions for the past several months; buyers 
taking only such goods as they need for the time being, 
and only sufficient to carry them over from week to week. 
The nature of the buying has been entirely too close to 
bring about any improvement in the market prices, and 
it is the general opinion that there will be no change for 
some time to come. 

We are inclined to disagree with this latter conclu- 
sion and particularly in the matter of canned peas. Last 
week we called attention to the extremely low prices at 
which peas were being sold, or rather forced upon the 
buyers by the packers. This may have been caused by 
the fact that the East had gotten a full average pack of 
peas, and further that Ohio and Indiana had also gotten 
up a good pea pack. All these sections, however, are com- 
paratively light producers of peas, the heavy guns being 
New York State and Wisconsin, and it now seems that 
there will not be a full'pack of peas in these two States, 
and particularly in Wisconsin. That is as far as the pack 
has gone the yield and output have been disappointing. 
New York State has about finished with early peas, and 
the output is below last year’s in some instances, though 
others, and among them at least one of the largest pack- 
ers and most reliable authorities, say that the pea acreage 
of that State is larger than last season. But the reports 
from Wisconsin, which packs upwards of 40 per cent. of 
the total, show that the pack is running far short of last 
year’s, and that the acreage there is smaller. it would 
seem therefrom that the pea pack will not reach the point 
that many have figured. But there is another, and a very 
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important consideration to be taken here, and that is that 
the pea louse has appeared in Wisconsin and is doing 
much damage. It can do an immense amount of damage 
to the late peas, on which the pea pack must depend. Just 
how threatening this phase of the question is may be 
judged from the fact that jobbers are worried and are be- 
ginning to quietly cover some of their requirements, 
where before this danger was realized, and a big pack was 
anticipated, these same jobbers could not be interested in 
peas at any price. Experience has shown that the pea 
louse can cut short a crop of peas in a few days, and all 
delays to the crop—such as we have had from the cold 
weather and excessive rains—add to this danger. Dry, 
hot weather during the next two weeks in Wisconsin 
might mean only a fraction of a pack of peas, and that 
would mean a sudden jump in pea prices to rather high 
levels. The jobbers know this, but the canners and hold- 
ers of peas are inclined to overlook the possibility. Again 
we advise our readers in the pea canning game that this is 
not a good time to offer their peas; you can lose nothing 
by holding and you may gain much. 


The country has been visited with some very unsea- 
sonable weather during this past week, The Central West 
was visited by a terrific storm that caused the loss of life 
and untold damage to crops. A good many weather 
prophets are coming to regard this season as one on which 
no dependence can be put. Just what effect the crop de- 
struction will have in the section covered by Central Mis- 
souri, Southern Illinois and Indiana and Western Ohio—a 
section largely devoted to canners’ crops—cannot now be 
stated, but it will certainly mean some reduction in the to- 
mato packs of these States, for it was right in the heavy 
tomato belt that the damage occurred. 


The tomato crop of this Tri-State territory is making 
good progress, and the Virginia crop is likewise in good 
flourishing condition. Packers have not made nearly as 
great preparations for the pack this season as they had 
done up to this time last year, and if prices do not mate- 
rially improve, the pack will undoubtedly be smaller. But 
the crop is doing all that could be asked of it, and there 
can be no trouble claimed at this writing. 


Corn has also made good progress this week in the 
East, though it has been too cool for the best growth in 
the West. Unless there is a decided change to good, hot, 
scalding weather in all corn-growing sections, there will 
be a material reduction in the yield per acre of sweet corn, 
and this will be furthr shown in the reduction in number 
of cans per ton. The sweet corn acreage is well up to last 
year’s, taking the entire country as a whole, but the crop 
is far from being made. In some sections it is very small 
and showing yellow, and a continuation of the cool, wet 
weather so far experienced this summer will about end 
the chances of such crops. Our Crop Correspondence col- 


umn shows some interesting information this week; but it’ 


could be materially added to if our readers would respond 
more generously to the requests for information, or better 
still, write us voluntarily, giving the crop conditions of 
their section. The trouble is that when crops are doing 
well reports are few and far between, but if any damage 


befalls the crops, then the reports come in freely. This is 
not good policy, for it is just as important—if not more 
so—for you to know when the crops are good as it is 
when they are bad. You can make this information im- 
mensely valuable by sending in your report, and as you 
appreciate others’ reports, so they will appreciate yours. 

In this immediate section the canners are between 
hay and grass as it were, for the pea pack is over and the 
small fruits about done and they are now waiting for 
peaches, tomatoes and the fall crops of fruits. Formerly 
peaches would be keeping them busy in Baltimore at this 
time, but the peach crop has fallen off so, and shipping 
facilities for the fresh fruit have so raised the price of the 
green fruit that packers have to wait for the glut or do 
without. 

Those canners who have not as yet bought their sup- 
plies for the season, or are in need of new pieces of ma- 
chinery, ought not to lose more time in sending their or- 
ders. They should not expect to come to these supply- 
men like they go to the grocery store for a pound of sugar, 
and expect to walk off with what they need. The season 
is now near at hand and freight delays would be serious 
if the season opened on you without everything in readi- 
ness and on hand. You must get it, then what is the use 
of waiting?

canners and packers with whom I am acquainted, who wish 
to go into this arrangement; the idea presenting the most 
economical sales proposition that may be evolved. In other 
words, it should develop a maximum business for the producers 
at @ minimum expense. I have arranged to become associated 
in the idea with Mr. O. F. Bennra, formerly general manager 
of The Alden-Adams Co., of Cleveland, and Mr. L. A. Arnold. 
Mr. Bennra is favorably known to the trade and in the devél- 
opment of the thought it is proposed to cover a wide field of 
activities in the general selling line. It is my intention t0 
assist the business in an executive capacity, Mr. Bennra acting

The New York Market 


Very little movement in any line of canned foods—Even low prices seem unable to induce 


buying—Price reductions on salmon looked for—Tomatoes said to be slightly firmer 


—Picked up in this market.

ike New York, July 9, 1915. 

The Market—Very little movement is evident in this mar- 

ket. Large stocks are in the hands of jobbers, and, with every 
prospect of record breaking crops this season, there is little 
tendency to buy at this time. Prices are being made on a very 
low basis, but even this has failed to tempt the buyer, and 
rather a slow market prevails in many of the staples. Promi- 
nent in the features has been the weak and unsettled situation 
in domestic sardines under increasing competition on the part 
of packers to sell. It is the opinion among buyers that as soon 
as the big run of fish sets in this month, price cutting will 
force even a lower market than that now ruling. England is 
still sending inquiries into this market for supplies of salmon. 
Though no sales were reported yesterday the interest of the 
European brokers in the condition of the New York market 
continued and it is confidently expected that some buying will 
be done here next week. A large shipment was made from 
this port late last week for Europe, and another is expected 
to leave later in the month. It is thought that brokers are 
sending orders in now, thinking shipment may be delayed for 
one reason or another, and they wish to make preparations for 
their winter’s campaign as soon as possible. Tomatoes are a 
little stronger according to brokers’ reports. Supplies of good 
quality No. 3s are being held with a little more determined 
stand at 67%4c, and the stocks of 65c, which were being offered 
during the past few days, are not numerous. Sales of extra 
quality No. 3s are being made at as high as 70c f. o. b. factory 
for immediate shipment. The No. 2s are being held under con- 
ditions which have remained unchanged for the past few days 
and are now quoted at 50c. Some packers seem to be inclined 
to shade this price a little and appear willing to dispose of 
occasional stocks at 47%%c f. o. b. factory for prompt shipment. 
Dealing in futures is only a small part of the trade here now, 
and little business is being done on this basis. Peas are weak, 
‘with but a small demand coming from jobbers, who appear 
to be well stocked and not ready to acquire further holdings at 
the prices which are now being named. Corn is quiet. In fact, 
all of tse staples are quiet, though there was a slight increase 
of business after the holiday, which was due to the fact that 


many lots were broken and orders were sent in to fill the broken 
stock. 


Tomatoes—tThere is a continued offering of No. 3 tomatoes 
in slightly rusted cans at 65c f. o. b. factory. Full standard 
bright tins in No. 3s are hard to find under 67%c factory. 
There is a fair call for No. 3s at 50c and No. 10s at $1.90 fac- 
tory. Future tomatoes are a little easier. Packers are said to be 
anxious to make sales. The promise is for a considerable pack 
and some new pack will probably be available this month. Two 
thousands cases of No. 3s were said to have been sold early 
this week at 65c f. o. b. factory, and it is said that occasionally 
lots may still be picked up at this price, but the price which 
is being generally quoted is 67%c. Some packers are said to 
be holding out for an advance of 2%c more than quoted, and 


sales were made for several large blocks for 70c on No. 3s of 
exceptional quality. 


Peas—Cheap peas are offered very freely on standard No. 
2 early Junes and 60c laid down find new buyers. As a matter 
of fact the trade seems to be well stocked with standards, and 
even some of the finer grades. Buyers are holding off in an- 
ticipation of concessions from Wisconsin packers as soon as the 
pack there is completed. From all reports now in hand the 
outlook is for upwards of 7,000,000 case pack for the country, 
in spite of the 18 per cent. reduction in acreage. It is the belief 


that fancy peas will be wanted. Western peas for immediate 
shipment are being held for 60@62%c f. 0. b. No. 2 early 
Junes Maryland are being offered at 57%c f. o. b. factory. 
Corn—Fancy corn is firm, but moves slowly, Western 
standards find a slow outlet at 57% @ 60c factory, and Southern 


Maine style is offered at 60c. Extra standards are held at 
70@75c f. o. b. factory. 


String Beans—Refugees No. 1s are firm here at $1.65. 
Southern No. 10s green are dull at $2.15 @2.25. delivered. 


. Spinach—No. 10 spinach is steady at $2.75 laid down 
ere. 


Asparagus—The market is quiet with little interest shown. 
Canned Fruits—Quiet conditions prevail here, as they 
have done for some time. The large carryover and reports of 
a heavy crop for the coming season make the buyers feel safe 
and ready to hold back. In addition the jobbers are all well 


stocked and do not want to increase their supplies even at the 
very low quotations which are now being made. 


Pineapple—-Prominent in the features is the extremely 
demoralized situation covering Hawaiian pineapple under free 
selling efforts of canners and the making of special concessions. 
Buyers do not ask the price, but “how much is given off?” and 
the volunteered concession is used as a club to secure greater 
concessions from other canners. The nominal opening basis 
on 1915 pack was $1.50 for extra grated and crushed, and 
$1.30 for standard grated and crushed f. o. b. Coast in No. 2% 
cans. Off these prices was a special trade discount of 7% per 
cent., and another concession of 2% to 5% per cent. Buying 
has been slow, and orders for 1915 pack are said to be ex- 
tremely light. Old pack has been dragging on the market at 
very irregular prices, and there is still a considerable carry- 
over from 1914 in the hands of the canners. Spot Hawaiian are 
offered freely and prices for buyers on all grades. Southern 
No. 2 sliced offers at $1.37% here and No. 2 extra can be had 


at $1.12%. Fancy grade is held at $1.42% here. Future No. 
10 extra sliced are offered at $4.50. 


Peaches—California peaches on spot are steady as quoted, 
but there is only a moderate trading from the jobbers. The 


market on futures is without change, but buyers are not taking 
hold to any extent at the opening basis. 


Apples—State No. 10 apples closed stronger on fancy, 
and some holders are refusing to sell under $2.35 f. o. b. here. 


Futures are offered at $2.20 f. o. b. factory for season’s de- 
livery. Western apples are held with fair confidence. 


Pears—The movement at the close was dull. There was 
some late buying done for export account. 


Cherries—Cherries have been taken more readily than any 
other grades and varieties. 


Berries—Southern berries are getting a fair attention now. 
There is a steady movement and interest in No. 10 grades. The 
tone is firmer on best grades in strawberries and raspberries. 

Salmon—tThere still appears to be a hesitancy in a ma- 
jority of the trade to accept the mark of $1.50, which is being 
asked for Alaska red. Buyers are waiting and business is only 
being done on a moderate basis in anticipation that one side 
will grow tired and meet the demands which are. being ad- 
vanced. While the jobbers are thus holding aloof and purchas- 
ing supplies in only small quantities for immediate needs, the 
sellers are still for the most part insisting upon $1.50 for these 
goods. Sales are being made at this quotation, though it is 
said to be still possible to find goods at $1.47%. Advices re- 
ceived yesterday were to the effect that some goods were being 
shipped from the Coast of good standard quality Alaska reds, 
and some factors are already making the prediction that before

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the week is over that Alaska reds will be selling at $1.55. 
Brokers report that it is difficult to find medium reds below 
$1.00, though a few believe that 97%c f. o. b. should be the 
price. 
f. o. b., which would justify the assertion that the price here 
should be 97%c. In spite of this, however, the prevailing quo- 
tations are from $1.00 to $1.05, the buyers are said to be meet- 
ing this figure without much dispute. Pinks are inclined to be 
more firm at 87%c. One seller is still said to be ready to sell 
supplies at 82%c, and sales, it is thought, can undoubtedly 
be made at that price. However, the quotations which are 
being given out as prevailing in the trade are from 85 @87 ec. 
Chums are being held trom 75 @77 %c, and a moderate demand 
is being found at this figure. 

Sardines—Norwegian packers of sardines are said to be 
asking exorbitant prices for their supplies at the present time, 
believing that the nations at war will be ready to take their 
goods at a high quotation within a short time. The catch, 
which has been reported by the fishermen, is not large, though 
the summer fishing off that coast is now in full swing. The 
French pack does not start usually much before the end of the 
year, and it is said to be impossible to say how much may be 
expected owing to the conditions which exist due to the war. 
Domestic sardines are quiet, with only a very light catch being 
reported, according to advices which are received from East- 
port, Me. The daily catch there has been holding around 25 
to 30 barrels. The demand in the local market is steady, but 
small and not in any large quantity. The prices remain un- 
changed. The market has been unsettled owing to the persist- 
ent rumors of price cutting by the outside packers. These 
reports have been current for several weeks, but prominent 
brokers in the trade here say that it is impossible to confirm 
these reports. The run continues light. The heavy run of 
fish should begin about the end of this month. 

Lobster—Lobster is finding a firmer outlet and prices 
seem to be a little firmer. 


Shrimp—The market is weak and stock is freely offered. 
Tuna Fish—Prices are irregular, with a dull market. The 


market is well cleaned up, though a large shipment is due to 
arrive here the first of the week. 


PICKED UP IN PASSING. 


Canners are contracting for Bartlett pears in the Sacra- 
mento Valley, California, at $30 a ton. 

First samples Illinois canned peas reached Chicago a few 
days ago; but few orders have been booked, according to ad- 
vices. One or two sales are reported at slight concessions on 


under grades. Owing to excessive rainfall the first pack is 
not up to last season’s samples, but everyone looks for im- 
proved quality on the later pack, as pods on later plantings 
are much better formed. 

European countries are sending inquiries to the New York 
markets asking for supplies. During the past few days numer- 
ous cables have been received by several large importing houses 
here asking for prices and the available stocks that are here 
ready for immediate shipment. England appears to be the 
most interested and the impression among brokers here is that 
a considerable amount of supplies will be bought within a 
short time. It is a well known fact that England has bought 
supplies of salmon in the market here during the past week 
and broker ssay that more inquiries are coming in every day, 
proving that the interest is not lagging. Several large sales 
are said to be pending. This is due to the authorities collect- 
ing supplies for the winter’s campaign, which must be done at 
this time as freight space is very scarce.

W. A. Titus, of H. G. Tombler Grocery Company, with A.

B. D. Bowers Company are showing specimens of ocean 
caught shrimp taken off the Florida Coast in purse seins that 
measure nine inches in length. 

A block of 5,000 cases of future No. 2% sweet potatoes 
offer for August-September shipment from Southern factory at 
72%c f. 0. b. Choice grades in No. 3 cans offer at 75c factory 
for fall delivery. 


It is said that stocks may be found on the Coast at 90¢c 


New ocean shrimp are offered on spot for immediate de- 
livery at $5@90c for No. 1 cans and $1.75@1.85 on No. 1% 
cans. ‘Lhese are the lowest prices ever named by packers on 
canned shrimp. 

A Southern broker is offering upward of 55,000 cases of 
old pack peas in a range of 57% @8Uc f. o. b. factory. Stand- 
ards in some instances are offered at 60c laid down here. Some 
seconds can be picked up at 50c f. o. b. factory. 


A weak and irregulr market rules on domestic sardines. 
Sellers are now quoting $2.25@2.30 on quarter oil keyless, 
$2.50 @2.55 on key quarter oils, $2.30@2.35 on three-quarter 
mustards keyless, $2.80@2.85 on key oils in cartons. Prices 
f. o. b. Eastport, Me. ‘there are rumors of lower prices on 
keyless oils. 

Advices from Portland, Ore., are to the effect that the run 
of salmon and the pack to date on the Columbia River is 100 
per cent. greater than this time last year. Reports of a larger 
pac kthan usual have been freely circulated on this market 
from outside souces, but according to information given by 
representatives of the Columbia River Packers’ Association the 
pack of fish to date is less than it was a year ago and that a 
shortage 1s certain owing to abnormal ocnditions. Buyers are 
mixed up over the conflict in reports from the Coast. 


A good shipment of salmon was made from this port last 
week for Europe and another shipment is due to leave during 
the latter part of the month, according to information re- 
ceived. 

According to advices the cannery at Graton, Sonoma 
County, Cal., has started up under a lease by four San Fran- 
cisco firms and expects to handle about 200 tons of berries, 
300 tons of apples and several hundred tons of pears. 


Cables from Bergen, Norway, are to the effect that the 
pack of sardines is on the increase, but that packers are hold- 
ing out for higher prices. 

A lot of 1,000 cases No. 2, 8-ounce oysters offered at 97%c 
f. o. b. factory in Louisiana. No. 1 4-ounce cans can be had 
at 50c from the same source. 


In spite of the 18 per cent, increase in acreage for peas 
and that the quality of the pack is the best ever, standard 
No. 2 early Junes are begging demand at 60c laid down in 
New York. Buyers do not want them, and there seems to be 
no outlet. The fact is that the trade is filled up with cheap 
stock and it looks as though buyers will be content to take only 
what they need. 

Total shipments of canned fruits from California for May 
was 275,105 cases, compared with 193,813 last year. There is 
a large fruit crop in sight for 1915, and while prices are the 
lowest in history, jobbers are not taking hold freely on futures. 

Discussing the situation, one of the most pominent packers 
said: “Shipments do not bear out reports of a dull business in 
futs. We do not think Califirnia packers will pack this year 
beyond their orders, and we believe jobbers who are waiting 
until after the pack is over may not find as much stock here as 
they expect. This is a ‘‘clean-up’’ year with the California 
packers. Competition has been keen and some of the packers 
have made heavy losses. We do not think they care to repeat 
their experience.”’ 

A block of 1,000 cases of blackberries, No. 2 extra stand- 
ards, is offered at 60c f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Frank C. Warren, of the selling force of U. H. Dudley & 
Co., is on a trip to the Pacific coast, where“he will combine 
business and pleasure. 

Canners along the Sacramento River are reported paying 
$30 a ton for Bartlett pears. In some instances as high as $35 
a ton has been paid. 

Frank F. Potts, sales manager of Theo H. Davies & Co., 
San Francisco, is in New York for a week or ten days and 
will have his headquarters with Charles T. Howe & Co., while 
here. 

A considerable trade in export tomatoes has developed of 
late and during the week just passed 3,000 cases have been 
shipped to Liverpool and London. The selling terms could not 
be learned. The demand from England is due to the shortage 
which has developed in tomato paste, most of which is imported 
from Italy. The Italian government has placed an embargo on 
all exports of food products and England must go elsewhere 
for the tomato paste she uses. Ameriacn canners are benefit- 
ting by the change. 

The roe from 250 tons of shade, taken in California waters, 
is to be shipped to Pittsburgh for canning. The fish themselves 
are preserved in brine and exported to China. Shad roe is be- 
coming more of a common article of diet and the canned 
variety can b eutilized all the year. 

The report has been received from the Puyalup & Sumner 
Canning Company of Yakima, Wash., to the effect that there is 
a good block of Royal Anne cherries there at 4c bulk. Higher 
prices are also being paid in Utah this year.

Chicago, July 9, 1915. 

The Weather.—The weather all during last week and 
until Tuesday of this week, was cold and cloudy and the 
srowth of things around the edges of the Great Lakes wa: 
at a standstill; but in the interior, begining at a distance of 
25 miles from the lake shore I understand that warm weath- 
er has prevailed and that the protracted cold weather, verg- 
ing on discomfort in the absence of artificial heating, which 
we have had in Chicago has not been experienced. 

This goes to show that Chicago is unrivaled as a sum- 
mer resort. In fact this is becoming so well understood 
that the up the lake summer resorts are having a hard 
time this season, the patronage from Chicago having fallen 
off greatly, ecause of so many people stopping in Chi- 
cago to enjoy the cool weather, and the many features of 
pleasure and amusement with which this big city is so well 
provided. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The buying of this article is now 
turning from spot to future purchases for the reason that 
canners finding that wholesale grocers were buying spot 
goods to sell futures against, ecause of the wide margin 
in favor of the spot goods, have reduced the price of futures 
so that the difference now is very small, and it will not 
pay wholesale grocers to purchase spot goods and carry 
them .until fall delivery time. Futures can now be bought 
in canned tomatoes in Indiana and in Maryland at about 
the same price as spot goods. 

The purchase of spot canned tomatoes is now almost 
altogether confined to common standard twos and threes 
on a basis of 75c and 55c f. o. b. cars Chicago. 

Canned Corn.—The market for canned corn is quiet 
and uninteresting, and the purchase of cheap standard 
corn for schrapnel competition has about ceased in this 
market, though it is liable to begin again as soon as the 
July first inventories are posted in the stock books and the 
low condition of stocks is ascertained. ‘eae 

There is an impression among the buyers that the out- 
put of canned corn is going to be smaller than has been an- 
ticipated and that a higher market will ensue after the 
future deliveries are made. | 

Canned Peas.—A number of brokers and buyers who 
are interested in the output of peas in Wisconsin took oc- 
casion to visit the pea canning! sections over July 3, 4 and 5, 
which were all consecutive holidays, and have returned 


impressed with the serious character of the damage to the 
vines by pea lice. 


Some of them brought back samples of the vines, as 
collected, showing evidence of the ravages of the insect, 
and they all report a very unpromising condition, espe- 
cially as to the late pea crop or sweet peas. 


Indiana canners seem to be disposed to market their 
surplus at the very low prevailing prices, however, and are 
urging the market to some extent. 

The buyers are not apparently inclined to be specula- 
tive in canned peas, and act as if their wants for the im- 
mediate and future were well provided for. 

Undesirable Publicity.—I observe that the canning 
industry is securing some left-handed publicity at the movies 
or picture shows. 

I was present at a rather high grade, or, at least, high- 
priced movie a few evenings since where all seats are twenty 
cents, in a middle-class residence district, and was dismayed 
and embarrassed to have a film flashed before me titled “De- 
struction of thirty thousand cans of tomatoes by public au- 
thorities,” and the operation was fully photographed, rep- 
resenting a force of men chopping in the heads of a big 
pyramid of cans with hatchets. 

The folks who were with me raised such a laugh at my 
expense that the film passed before I could learn of the 
location of the event or any particulars about the condemna- 
tion. 

It is a pity that the man or men who canned those to- 
matoes could not have been given a few cracks on the head. 
with those hatchets, not necessarily of a fatal character, 
but hard enough to make an impression at least on their. 
brains and teach them a lesson. 

A negro was convicted by a jury of murder, and the 
judge preparing to impose the sentence of death, said: 
“Jim! The jury has pronounced you guilty of murder- 
in the first degree, and it is my duty to sentence you to be 
hanged. Stand up while I sentence you. The negro said, 
“Who, me, Judge?” “Yes, you! Stand up!” What have 
you to say, if anything, why the sentence of the Court 
tion is imminent. 

“Well, Judge! all I has to say is that this here hang- 
in’ will surely be a lesson to me.” 

It would seem that there will have to be a tomahawk- 
ing or hanging or something of the kind before the water 
merchants can be taught that the public will no longer be 
‘swindled by the half-and-half game, half water and half 
tomatoes, and that the danger of confiscation and destruc- 
tion is iminent. 

A movie of the character I describe will do more harm 
to the canning industry than the national publicity work 
can overcome in years of effort, because the reason for the 
destruction of the goods was not given in the title, and 
people naturally infer that the goods were destroyed be- 
cause they were unwholesome, whereas I am told that it 
was because they were adulterated with added water.

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CANNED TOMATO INDUSTRY OF ITALY

INTRODUCTION. 


In no important branch of the canning industry of the 
United States has there been a more marked necessity of 
awakening to the danger of foreign competition than in the 
canned-tomato industry. 

Italy is producing an annually increasing quantity of 

canned tomatoes and the European market draws its supply 
of canned tomatoes largely from that country. In addition 
South America takes nearly 8,000,000 pounds annually and 
the United States itself imported over 20,000,000 pounds in 
1913 from Italy. The total exports of canned tomatoes from 
Italy in 1913 were valued at $6,316,384. Twenty years ago 
the tomato played only a small part in the daily food of Euro- 
pean nations, but today the canned tomato is used everywhere, 
especially in England, which has been getting a large pro- 
portion of its supply from Italy. 

The tomato was introduced into Europe by way of Spain, 
and its adoption was slow. European meals do not display 
the variety nor quantity of vegetables familiar on American 
tables. The Italian canned tomato is what its names “salsa 
pomodora” (tomato sauce), implies, and it has gained head- 
way over American canned tomato in that it is in a way a pre- 
pared food. As a concentrated extract of tomato with the 
skins, seeds and other objectionable parts eliminated, the 
Italian tomato serves as a prepared sauce or dressing used as 
a garnish on nearly every dish, as an easy method of prepar- 
ing tomato soup, and presenting all of the desirable features 
of the fruit with the undesirable features of skin and seeds re- 
moved. Add to this the smaller containers in which the Italian 
product is put on the market and we have some of the features 
which have contributed to its growing success in foreign fields. 

The varieties of tomato grown in Italy differ greatly from 
those grown in America. While the Ponderoso, Perfection and 
Mikado are grown in Italy, the King Humbert (Re Humberto) 
and the egg-shaped varieties are those most liked and cul- 
tivated. 

The plants are trained on trellises, thereby keeping the 
fruit from contact with the earth, so that the tomatoes when 
picked are less liable to be covered with dirt than American 
tomatoes, and the color is a much brighter red than ever 
seen in America. The plants do not seem to be affected by the 
blight, or black rot, which is becoming a serious menace in 
some sections of America. 

According to fairly accurate estimates the area planted 
in tomatoes in Italy in 1911 was about 22,000 acres, producing 
about 3,500,000 quintals (385,000 short tons) of tomatoes. 


GROWTH OF INDUSTRY. 


The original industry of preserving tomatoes began ap- 
proximately 30 years ago at Bagheria, a small town near 
Palermo, Sicily. The methods differed largely from the pres- 
ent accepted standards of the canning industry. They were— 
the outgrowth of methods in vogue among the Sicilian peas- 
ants in their homes, and consisted principally of pressing the 
tomatoes into a pulp; adding salt, and after a slight cooking 
making into round cakes and drying in the sun. There are 
several forms of these crude methods still ‘u use in parts of 
Sicily, Sardinia, and even Naples, among the poorer classes 
who manufacture for their private use. The products made by 


these methods are variously known as “conserva nera,” “con- 
serva rossa,’”’ “conserva cruda,”’ and “conserva cruda salata.” 
They do not enter into the export trade, but supply a certain 
amount of home demand in parts of Sicily, Sardinia and South- 
ern Italy. The industry begun at Bagheria has spread from 


that point over S{cily and across to the mainland of Italy, 
and has become an industry of growing importance. 


The exports of canned tomatoes from Italy from 1909 to 
1913 were valued as follows: 1909, $3,422,299; 1910, $3,348,- 
851;; 1911, $5,558,836; 1912, $6,632,753; 1913, $6,316,384.

Over half of the exports come from the Naples district. 


The principal canning centers are the island of Sicily, 
Naples and vicinity, and the Parma district in Northern Italy. 
The Province of Parma contains the greatest number of fac- 
tories, 60 in all, and they are of the best type in Italy. This 
section is one of the most prosperous in Italy and the most 
progressive in agricultural matters. Here are found co-opera- 
tive farmers’ organizations and agricultural institutes that 


travel from point to point to study conditions and impart in- 
formation. 


The canning industries of the Parma, Naples, and Sicily 
districts have developed independently and the products are 
not uniform. A name may be given to a product in the Naples 
district that represents a very different quality of product in 
Sicily or in Parma, and the sAme product produced in all 
three places may be put on the market under three different 
names. Steps toward securing uniformity in such matters 
have been taken as a result of the activities of the ‘‘Asso- 
ciazione Meridionale tra i fabricanti de Conserve Alimen- 
tari’ (the Southern Association of Manufacturers of Canned 
Foods) and of\ the “Giornale della Conserve Alimentari” 
(Journal of Canned Foods), published by Signor della 
Vecchia in Naples. This publication, which has been issued 
since 1909, appears monthly and not only publishes market 
quotations, crop conditions, and other similar information of 
use to the trade, but a series of articles by the heads of the

The purees and extract are known generally under the 
name of “salsa di pomodoro” (tomato sauce), and this name 
leads to much confusion as to the quality and character of the 
output of different manufacturers. 

The Parma district is confined principally to the produc- 
tion of the estratto, or double concentrated, and the purees, 
but the manufacture of pelati, or peeled tomato, for the Eng- 
lish market is gaining ground also in this section. The dif- 
ferences between the various types enumerated above can be 
understood only by a study of the methods used in the manu- 
facture of each. 

The manufacture of evaporated tomatoes (pomodoro evap- 
orati) is confined principally to the very small rustic factories 
or- to the peasant housewife for domestic use. From Sardinia

organization. A moving spirit in the organization of the 
Parma association was Prof. G. Rovesti, an authority on the 
Italian tomato industry, who has published an interesting 
book on the subject in Italian. The tendency, however, is to- 
ward greater communication of information between manu- 
facturers and combined efforts to effect uniformity in products 
as well as in laws and even in prices. 


TYPES OF TOMATOES PACKED. 


Tomatoes are packed under so many processes through- 
out Italy that it will be well to describe briefly the more im- 
portant of these various methods of manufacture. The types 
found in commerce are the following: 

Pomodoro evaporiti (evaporated tomatoes). 

Pomodoro al naturale (tomatoes in: natural state). 

Pomodoro pelati (peeled tomatoes). 

Ministrella. 

Puree al naturale (puree natural). 

Purees condite (puree seasoned). 

Purees concentrata (puree concentrated). 


a small factory exports to Algeria a limited amount of this pro- 
duct. It consists in simply cutting the tomato into halves, 
sprinkling it plentifully with salt, and exposing it on racks to 
the hot sun or in an oven until dried. The halves are then 
strung on a cord and hung in a dry place until needed for use, 
when they are washed and soaked in tepid water before cook- 
ing. Such strings of dried tomatoes are familiar sights in south- 
ern Italy and Sicily at every house in the country and even at 
the houses of the lower clases in large cities like Naples. 


POMODORO AL NATURALE. 

The manufacture of Pomodoro al naturale, or tomatoes in 
the natural state, is not largely carried on except in Southern 
Italy, where there is some demand for such tomatoes. It con- 
sists in merely scalding the tomatoes and placing them whole 
in cans without peeling the skins or otherwise preparing the 


fruit. After sealing, the usual processing in closed steam ket- 
tles at the following temperature is practiced: Cans of 1 kilo 
(2.2 pounds), 221 degrees F. for 20 minutes; half-kilo cans, 
221 degrees F, for 15 minutes.

United States deputy marshals confiscated 100 barrels of 
tomato pulp recently in the yards of the International and 
Great Northern Railroad. Assistant District Attorney A. N. 
Denton swore out a complaint against the shipment and the 
order of seizure was issued by the clerk of the federal court. 
The seizure was made as a result of the activities of United 
States Food Inspector John B. Hummer, who alleges that 
the tomato pulp is unfit for human consumption and adulter- 
ated in violation of the pure food and drug act of June 30, 1906. 
According to the label on the barrel, the pulp was prepared by 
D. E. Foote & Co., of Baltimore, Md., contains eight ounces of 


benzoate of soda-and four pounds of table salt. It is being held 
awaiting the action of the federal court, 


Dr. I. K. Phelps and Patrick Cronin, of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture in Washington 
were in Chicago recently for a conference with Assistant United 
States District Attorney Frederick Dickinson preparatory to 
starting suit under the pure food and drugs act against a num- 
ber of canning companies and wholesale grocers. Within the 
last month more than a dozen shipments of navy beans have 
been seized. Deputy Marshal Maurice Klein seized 400 cases 
of tomato pulp at the Griswold & Walker warehouse at 347 
East North Water street, consigned to J. M. Paver from the 
Scottsburg Canning Company, Scottsburg, Ind. The 400 cases 
contained 9,600 cans of tomatoes and the Federal chemist’s 


report on his investigation of a sample showed 34,000,000 bac- 
teria to the cubic centimeter. 


What is needed is not so much uniform food laws through- 
out the country as uniform food definitions for the guidance of 
those who have in charge the enforcement of the laws. Let us 


have uniform food definitions that will be accepted by all and 
then we shall hear very little about the necessity for uniform 
food laws. If the manufacturers are really sincere and desire 
to have uniformity other than on a low plane, they can ac- 
complish the most by encouraging the establishment of defini- 
tions and standards that will afford protection alike to the con- 
suming public and to the honest manufacturer.—Dr. Ladd in 
his State Bulletin.

niformity is conspicuous by its absence. 


Recently many papers made much of the announcement 
that Indiana had lifted the ban on benzoate of soda. It now 
appears from Dr. Barnard’s personal statement that the lifting 
applies only to original unbroken packages when received in 
interstate shipment, because the Supreme Court has ruled that 
such shipments must be accepted. It does not apply to bulk 
goods or goods produced in Indiana. In such benzoate of soda is 
allowed in Indiana. Indiana has not lifted the ban on ben- 
zoate; the Supreme Court lifted it on shipments and Indiana 
merely bowed to the inevitable. 

Concluding, Dr. Barnard said: ‘“‘The ban is just as pro- 
nounced as it ever was on all bulk goods, on goods which are 
made within the State and on goods which are sold from the 
broken package.”

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


This is the year to watch your costs and to cut your 
expenses of production at every possible corner. Particu- 
larly does this apply to the canners of the staples, corn, 
peas and tomatoes. It is a year when you need every bit 
of information obtainable, so that you may work with, in- 
stead of against, your fellow canner. 


There are many canners who have an entirely wrong 
impression in this respect, believing that their fellow can- 
ner is their worst enemy. The result is they believe every- 
thing they can hear about him, if it be bad, and turn a deaf 
ear to anything good said of him or his products. The bad 
reports lead these uninformed into trying to beat the de- 
spised competitor by cutting the quantity in the cans, or by 
cutting the price in a chance sale. Both actions are bad, 
since they hurt the man who performs them as well as the 
entire market, and they are usually merely the jumping to 


the pulled strings in the hands of the buyers. Read up on 
market conditions, crop prospects and matters that affect 
your business or the market for your. goods; don’t just 
drift, taking a private word for your guidance; but acting 
in unison with your fellow canners, help raise the canning 
industry to a higher business plane, where it will certainly 
show better profits. 


There are more apportunities to do this offered you 
now than ever before in the history of the industry. You 
have been told of the Tomato Section and the work it is 
trying to do to improve the condition of the tomato canners. 
We wonder how many have signed the application blank 
and joined the movement to report the daily sales of toma- 
toes? If the Pea Canners’ Section had such a proposition 
in, good werking order at this time, it would be the means 
of saving many thousands of dollars, and the same may be 
said of the Corn Canners’ Section. 


Throughout this Tri-State section the leading tomato 
canners of their own volition determined to avoid being 
carried off their feet in the matter of prices for skinning to- 
matoes and of wages paid the men. A price of 4c per 16 
quart bucket for peeling tomatoes is a good average price, 
and these leading canners set that as their figure, and are 
sticking religiously to it, with the result that they are get- 
ting all the help wanted. We called attention to this some- 
time ago, and the result is that many more have set this as 
their limit, and we can see no reason why all tomato can- 
ners do not take that figure as the maximum. Here is a 
matter of very considerable importance to every tomato 
canner, since it directly affects the price of his goods, and 
one on which all can agree. This is the kind of a movement 
that everyone can join, individually, without any pre-ar- 
rangement or agreement and bring about a very great sav- 
ing. The canners who pack the majority of the tomatoes 
are paying that price this season in the counties ; why should 
any other cannergpay more? Lgbor is abundant, and it 
knows that price is fair and is willing to accept it.» In past 
seasons, when labor was scarce, and there was a scramble 
for hands, prices of 5c and even 6c have been paid, but the 
market prices of tomatoes certainly do not permit any such 
prices this season. For the protection of the tomago can- 
ner we announce this movement publicly; make yourmax- 
imum price for skinning tomatoes 4c per 16 quart bucket. 
And in the matter of male help set the price at 15c¢ per hour, 


as most canners now pay, and let that price be the general

conditions. England is consuming more and more canned 
tomatoes every year, and Italy has been supplying these. 
If the American canner would go after this English trade 
in the right way, there is no question but what it could 
easily be secured. And our tomato market needs this out- 
let badly. An export trade of a million cases of tomatoes 
would mean 75c. to 80c. tomatoes in a very short time. 
There are English firms now seeking information along this 
very line. 


The methods of canning employed in Italy will prove 
interesting to all canners. This week we show a picture of 
one of the larger factories. Next week we will show a view 
of a process room that will astonish any one not familiar 


with the foreign methods. European canners have been 
using the sanitary can for years; it is, in fact, the only can 
used in most countries where canning amounts to anything 
as a business. But the tomato canners of Italy use a vac- 
cum pan in the preparation of their tomato products, the 
purpose of which is to extract a large portion of the water 
or juice of the tomato. The fact that this method of treat- 
ment improves the color of the product and gives more 
uniform results should appeal to our manufacturers. They 
at least will view the factory arrangement for such a sys- 
tem with interest and we suggest they watch for this install- 
ment and the views that accompany it. 


The United States is piling up an immense debt against 
Europe, and this in the face of the fact that the shipment 
of arms and munitions of war hay. xot as yet well begun. 
The question arises, what will be the result when these 
shipments begin in good earnest; and what effect will this 
increasing business with Europe have upon our general 
business? There is actually more than this to the consid- 
eration, for it might well be asked why are we not more 
busy, in every line, than ever before in our history? Every- 
thing would seem to warrant such a condition, and it is 
likely the condition is only being delayed. If such is the 
case, then the future for the canned foods industry is very 
bright, and we will need all our huge stock of canned foods 
to meet the demands; and these demands will be at very 
much higher prices than now prevail. The clouds would 
seem to be lighting, or at least growing less sombre, and 
the good times may break upon us at any moment. They 
can’t come too soon, for the canners, as an industry, are 
rather in the depths just now.

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Seattle Salmon Market 


The market very dull—No interest being shown in futures—Europe expected to buy heavily 


this summer—New fish going East as fast as received—Fruit canning now in full 


swing—Prospects declining. 


Reported by Telegraph 


Seattle, July 9, 1915. 

Salmon——-The canned salmon market is very quiet com- 
pared with the same period in years past. Outside of a scat- 
tering business in spots, there is practically nothing doing. 
Futures, which ought normally to be very active at this time 
of the year, are decidedly inactive, particularly as regards to 
the domestic situation. Eastern jobbers appear not to be 
worried at all and seem to feel confident that they will be 
able to obtain their supplies when needed at no great advance 
in price. In fact, one prominent Eastern jobber recently in- 
formed his broker here that he would prefer to pay a higher 
price later on when he needs salmon, to buying a lot of fish, 
putting it into the warehouse and running a possible chance 


of losing money on it. However, there is a growing sentiment,. 


that the foreign demand is to cut an exceedingly important 
figure in the canned salmon market during, the coming season. 
The statement has been made that the English will more than 
double their purchases of red Alaska salmon this fall and that 
large quantites of this grade which has been consumed in the 
United States will have to be made up by the use of pinks and 
other low grade. Some packers believe that every day that 
the war goes on the prospects for full prices and a good 
demand for salmon increase. They feel that salmon is making 
an ideal food for both the army and navy and the general 
population of England as well. In any event it looks as though 
England will be a better customer for canned salmon than she 
has ever been before, showing, of course, a preference for the 
upper grades. England is taking some small lots of medium 
reds and a few pinks right now, and it is the hope of every- 
body connected with the business that the lower grades will 
make a hit and that this business will tend to increase. 

The export situation promises to play an important part 


in the salmon market during the coming year, and some of the — 


leading interests which look a long way ahead are commenc- 
ing to feel that possibly this demand this year will be suf- 
ficient to offset the bearish movement which has been gaining 


ground for the past few weeks. While talk of lower prices and 
reports of declining values are never welcomed by packers or 
brokers at the same time the fact remains that there is an 
element in the business which is predicting lower opening 
prices than were named a year ago. The supply of canned 
salmon is now so limited that anything said or written prob- 
ably will not have any effect on spots or futures. An opening 
price of 65 cents on pinks and 60 on chums would occasion no 
surprise in certain circles here. It is not thought, however, 
that in view of the probable heavy demand from England for 
reds, that the price of the upper grades will be lowered when 
the opening prices are named. Moreover, thereis nothing for 
sure about reduction in the price of pinks and chums. Such 
prices are admittedly below the level at which packers can 


make anything and if such prices are named a number of con- 
cerns will face a serious situation. } 


The South is counted on to help out very materially in 
the pink division. The South did not recover from the first 


effects of the European war until it was too late for the sal- 
mon people to get action. 


The demand for canned salmon has been good on the 
Pacific Coast during the past week. The weather has been 
exceptionally hot. New fish is arriving right along from the 


North. Very little of this stays here long, most of it going 
east for immediate distribution. 


Fruits—Fruit canning is in active progress in Western 
Washington. The prospects are not quite as bright as they 
were a week ago. Record breaking hot weather has prevailed. 
Some sections are commencing to require irrigation. Such hot 
dry days are rather unusual for this time of the year, such dry 


hot periods usually do not set in until about the middle of 
July. The cherry crop has not been anywhere as large as 


had been expected. Late frosts did very material damage. 
There will not be nearly the quantity of cherries canned in 
Western Washington that had been expected. Plums will 
also be short. The apple crop in Washington is all the way 
from 20 to 60 per cent. of normal. “SALMON.”

Canners might as well know that buyers in this mar- 
ket will no longer buy canned tomatoes that are not hon- 
estly free from added water at any price whatever, and 
some of them have quit handling tomatoes packed in cap 
hole cans, claiming that they are machine filled and that 
the operation so tears the tomatoes to pieces and pulps 
them that it destroys all style and appearance of solidity 
of contents, and that the process cannot be performed of 


machine filling without the use of a considerable quantity 
of added water. 


Therefore I can mention a dozen large buyers who 
have determined to handle canned tomatoes only in open- 
top cans hereafter, hand packed goods, unless con- 


vinced by sample demonstration that the cap cans have 
been hand filled and packed free from added water. 


As an illustration of a practical character, I had sam- 
ples of a lot of cap hole cans, machine filled tomatoes, the 


past week, and they were from Indiana, too, and I could 
not get an offer on them because of the fact that they had 
more water than tomatoes in the cans. 


The samples were unlabeled and from a broker, and I 
do not know who packed them, except that they were to 
be shipped from Indiana. I suppose I could learn who 
packed them if I tried, but I do not want to know. 

Inventorying Finished—The inventories are priced 
up from stock-taking of July 1st and extended and buyers 
are now posting their stock books, and will begin to do 
some buying of a replenishing character the last of this 
week. 

I have heard no comments as to the result of the first 
six months’ business of the year, but infer that the result 
will prove fairly satisfactory. 

One notable feature of the work of the first half of 
the year is the unusually small sale of futures in canned 
foods to the wholesale grocers by the canners and to the 
retailers by the wholesale grocers. WRANGLER.

AND PROSPECTS. 


The Extent of Acreage as Compared With Other Years—The 
Condition of the Crop At This Writing—The Prospects 
as Viewed By Canners Themselves. 


(Editor’s Note—Following a custom, now more than a 
quarter century old, THE CANNING TRADE will give its read- 
ers a view of the crop conditions and acreage as seen by fellow- 
canners. As in the past, we know that the reports which will 
follow in the weeks to come, and which are given this week, are 
made in good faith and truthfully report conditions as they exist 
at the time of writing. Better than this no man can do. Later 
weather conditions may change entirely and the result of the 
crops and packs may be directly opposite to presgnt indications; 
in the event of such a change we warn those hind-sight savants 
to withhold their carpings. 

WE INVITE YOU to contribute towards this important de- 
partment. THE CANNING TRADE will act as the central ex- 
change in the gathering of crop news from every section of the 
canning world. The more contributors the more valuable the 
information, because its scope will be the wider.

Caroline ounty, Md., July 5, 1915. 

Here peas, corn and tomatoes are packed. The pea acre- 
age was 70 cent. of normal, but yielded 110 per cent. of a 
full crop. Corn is well up to an average apd tomatoes show 
about 80 per cent. of the normal acreage. Peas are bought at 
2%c per lb., corn at $10 per ton and tomatoes $8 per ton. 

The cold, wet weather hurt both corn and tomatoes short- 
ly after they, were planted, but they have overcome the early 
setback to a large extent, and if everything continues favorable 
we look for about 80 per cent. of full crops. 


Lower Somerset County, Me., July 5, 1915. 


Now that we have had rain corn is looking fairly well 
on about, the same acreage as usual. Quite a little of it had 
to be planted over, as we had it very cold after the first plant- 
ing, so that seed did not germinate. 


Andrewscoggin and Oxford Counties, July 5, 1915. 

These two counites are both large corn growing counties 
and the acreage here this season is the same as usual. Corn 
is small and backward as it was too cold and dry the first part 
of the season, and now it is too cold and wet. 

The early season was very dry and the drouth was broken 
June 30th, and it has rained almost continuously since. tI was 
the coldest May and June in years, and the same is true of 
July so far. Corn is bought at 2%c per lb. cut from the cob. 


EUREKA SOLDERING FLUX 


Portland, Me., July 6th, 1915, 

The corn acreage is about 85 per cent. of normal, and does 
not look very well just now. July and August really make the 
yield, but up to now the prospects are not good. It is too early 
to judge. The crop is late but to guess on prospects would be 
to “guess indeed.” 


A normal yield is 2,000 lbs. running up to 4,000 Ibs., all 
owing to fertilization and cultivation. Planters in Maine ma- 
nure heavily, cultivate nd hoe often and expect a yield of $70 
to $125 per acre figured on the price of 2%c per lb. for cut 
corn. 

is Orleans County, N. Y., July 6, 1915. 

Late in June we had a hard freeze that froze the cherries 
on the trees. The tomato crop is a little short of last year’s and 
is from 10 days to two weeks late. The outlook is not very 
bright, now. 

Fremont, Mich., July 6th, 1915. 

There is no change to be noted in the acreage this year 
or any of the crops. The pea crop is now in good condition; 
string beans fair, but lima beans fair, but lima beans are very 
poor, as they were hurt by the wet and cold. Fruits are gen- 
erally in good condition. 


Rustburg, Va., July 5, 1915. 
We are not canning this season. 


Fredonia, N. Y., July 7, 1915. 

The vegetable acreage of this section is smaller this sea- 

son by about 25 per cent. the acreage on beans and corn being 
very small and backward. Peas are giving a short yield. 


Wayne County, N. Y., July 7, 1915. 
There has been about a 20 per cent. reduction in the acre- 
age of peas and corn, which are our principle items, and there 
are only about half as many tomatoes. Early peas are practi- 
cally all in cans and the crop is about 90 per cent. of last year. 
Late peas show a heavier yield. 


Corn is not as far advanced as it should be at this time of 
year, and the crop will depend upon our having a late, warm 


fall. 
Columbia County, Wis., July 7, 1915. 
Both peas and corn are packed here our acreage on both 
being about the same as last year ,but at this writing the pros- 
pects are very poor, owing to the cold weather. We are get- 
ting about 50 per cent. of last year’s pea pack; and the highest 
corn is not over 6 to 8 inches. 


Columbia County, Wis., July 7, 1915. 

We handle only peas and our acreage is 15 per cent. small- 
er than last year’s. So far the crops and prospects are about 
an average, but too much rain and cool weather have retaded 
the season. 

Rock County, Wis., July 7, 1915. 

Peas and corn are both but 60 per cent. of a full acreage, 
and while the pea crop looks fair, the outlook for corn is poor. 
There has been too much rain for both of these crops. 


Goodview, Va., July 8, 1915. 
There were more than twice as many tomatoes planted 
this season as last, and the crop is now looking well. Our 
crops are blooming, are worked well and the prospect for this 
time looks like we would have a good pack in this community.

The California Market 


A light demand in spite of low prices on fruits—Asparagus pack finished and 


is smaller than average—Hawaii supplying“fresh pineapples—The apricot 


pack—Coast , Notes. 


Reported by Telegraph 


San Francisco, July 9, 1915. 


A Quiet Demand—lIn spite of the fact that California 
canned fruits are now selling at lower prices than before, with 
the exception of one or two varieties, the demand is rather 
quiet. Some packers are reporting a large business, but others 
have done but little and it is no secret that the demand is light- 
er than was anticipated. In many cases buyers are presenting 
assortmentments that do not meet with the approval of the local 
canners, these running too much to cherries and some varieties 
on which there is a known scarcity. Smaller discounts are be- 
ing allowed by sellers than have been the rule in past years, 
owing to the extremely low prices quoted, and buyers seem to 
be holding off in the hope that more advantageous terms may 
be secured. 

Asparagus Packing Over.—The packing of asparagus is 
practically at an end, but it will be some time before definite 
figures as to the output are obtainable. The late pack, follow- 
ing the end of the rainy season, was a little above the average, 
but the output for the season will be below that of last year. 
Most packers are well sold up on the grades in demand and 
another complete cleanup is looked forward to. The California 
Fruit Canners’ Association announces that it will make a full 
delivery on all grades, with the exception of No. 24% Mammoth 
White Unpeeled, on which a 90 per cent. delivery is likely. 

Fresh Pineapples—The Territorial Market Exchange of 
Honolulu is preparing to open offices in Frisco for the distribu- 
tion of fresh pineapples in the United States. A vigorous cam- 
paign is to be commenced and the fruit is to be distributed in 
a scientific manner, just as the fruit exchanges of California 
and Washington do business. The new enterprise was origi- 
nated in a sheer necessity of finding markets, for while there 
has been a great increase in the output of canned pineapples, 
growers are keeping ahead of the canning industry. Canners 
do not believe that the new marketing enterprise will interfere 
with the demand for their product, and some express the opin- 
ion that the added advertising will be of value to them. Ad- 
vices from the sland indicate that the pack this year will 


not be materially greater than that of last year, and it is esti-.. 


mated that the pack of 1916 will show a decrease, this esti- 
mate being based upon a count of the plants now in the ground. 


The spot demand is quiet and jobbers are showing no inclina- 


tion to lay in heavy stocks for future requirements. 

Peas—tThe plant of the Pacific Pea Packing Co. at Oak- 
dale, Calif., has been closed for the season, after making the 
most successful run in its history. The total pack will exceed 
one million cans, and the output has been of high quality. 
This plant will make a run later on, but will handle pumpkin 
exclusively, it having been decided not to pack fruit or toma- 
toes, owing to the low prices prevailing. 

- Apricots—The packing of apricots in the Velley district is 
now coming to a close, while operations are just becoming 
active in the Coast regions. Canners have been paying from 
$15 to $22.50 a ton for Royal apricots, according to size and 
cleanliness, with choice Santa Clara county fruit bringing $25 
a ton, running about eight to the pound. The pack is ex- 
pected to be a good one as the market for the dried article is 
an uncertain quantity. Peach packing will be under way about 
the middle of July, and will be general by the end of the month. 
Stocks of fresh fruit are being purchased at from $10 to $15 
for freestones, with the usual advance for the desirable varie- 
ties of clings. The extremely low prices quoted for the canned 
article are expected to result in retailers making a very marked 


reduction in prices, with an increased consumption. While 
this is the general opinion, jobbers do not seem to be anxious 
to anticipate future requirements to any great extent. 

‘TLomatoes—The market for tomatoes is extremely quiet, 
for both spot and future requirements. The packing season will 
not commence for several weeks, and both canners and jobbers 
are now devoting most of their attention to fruits. 

A consignment of seven thousand cases of canned fruits 
was brought down the river from the Sacramento plant of 
Liby, McNeill & Libby, and will be shipped to England at an 
early date, by way of the Panama Canal and New York. This 
is one of the largest shipments of this kind that has gone for- 
ward for Great Britain in many months. 

Coast Notes—aAn interesting decision has been renderd by 
Corporation Commissioner Carnahan of California, in which he 
has denied to the Dairymen’s Associated Condensed Milk Co. of 
Modesto and Woodland, to finance itself on the terms pro- 
posed by the organizers. The dairymen proposed to raise $300,- 
000 and erect three condensaries, but the Commissioner ruled 
that $500,000 -was necessary. No intimation was made that 
this sum would not be sufficient to equip the three plants pro- 
posed, but the Commissioner expressed the opinion that to be 
successful, the concern would have to have a brand, and that 
money would have to be spent to establish it. The decision has 
opened up anew jp this State the controversy which has been 
on from time to time in regard to packers’ brands and those 
of wholesalers. In this connection, it is interesting to note that 
the Associated Packers of California Raisins has made arrange- 
ments to market its entire output under its own brand. 

C. C. Burg, of Fortuna, Calif., has enlarged his canning 
plant on Table Bluff, and will devote his attention this summer 
to packing string beans. 

The orchadists in the vicinity of Chino, Calif., are holding 
meetings with the object of organizing a co-operative cannery. 

The Nevada County Canning Association will not operate 
its plant at Grass Valley, Calif., this season, having a large 
part of last year’s pack unsold. 

Joseph Hunt, of Hunt Brothers Company, San Francisco, 
Cal., has returned from a visit to Eastern trade centers. 

The headquarters of the Phoenix Packing Company of San 
Francisco, Calif., have been removed to the sixth floor, 16 Cal- 
ifornia St., where more room has been secured. 

W. J. Hardy, treasurer of Libby, McNeill & Libby, spent 
several days in San Francisco, looking over the local branch 
and visiting the exposition. ; 

F. F. Brown, manager of the Los Angeles branch of Part- 
rott & Co., visited the San Francisco headquarters of his firm, 
and did the Exposition. 

H. Arnold, who represents H. L. Arnold & Co., Ltd. of 
Australia, on the Pacific Coast, is making a two months’ trip 
through this territory.

Latest information from many sections of the country 
as viewed by the leading Brokers—The canned food 
situation as IT IS—Reports mainly by wire. 


BALTIMORE, MD. 


Baltimore, Md., July 10, 1915. 

Developments in the market in this section during the 
week were intersting in several directions. The demand for 
canned foods broadened materially, and covered a larger num- 
ber of articles with fair indications of a wider market during 
the remainder of the month. Not that there was any big buying 
of any one article, but the orders were more numerous and the 
average size of them was large, while the distribution was as 
extensive as it was in June. In dollars and cents the volume 
of the business is still very far from equalling that of the years 
when the general market conditions were normal, but the re- 


deeming feature is the fact that this market continues to be 
the base of supplies for the general trade of the country. 


There was an active demand all week ror tomatoes and 
every order called for rush shipment, the same character of buy- 
ing that prevailed during June. The canners showed a dispo- 
sition to accept any desirable business that was offered, and in 
some instances the price of No. 2 tomatoes was shaded under 
that of the week previous to meet the requirements of the 
buyers. There is, in consequence, larger buying of that size, 
and intending buyers may do well to look after them in the 
coming week. No. 3 and No. 10 tomatoes were active, too, the 
latter showing unexpected firmness at the close today. The 
status of the market for future tomatoes is unchanged, both as 
to the prices and demand. 

String beans and wax beans were again quite active this 
week, the unusually low prices being the incentive to purchase 
them freely. When a staple article can be bought at such 
attractive prices it is safe property for a jobber to own. Spot 
corn of the cheaper grade was fairly active and stronger dur- 
ing the week. Sweet potatoes, for both spot and future de- 
livery, were more active than they' were last week, and the 
sellers are less inclined to book further orders at today’s quota- 
tions. For the other lines of vegetables there was a light de- 
mand, and no changes in the prices except that sauer kraut is 
a shade lower. ; 

The blackberry crop is now at its heighth in this section, 
and the price for the canned berries is low enough to justify 


_liberal purchases. An active market for them is expected. 
Srawberries were again active during this week and raspberries 
shared in the demand to a lesser extent; both of them look 
firm ahead. Gooseberries and blueberries are dull, selling only 
in little lots to fill assorted shipment. Pears and apples con- 
tinue to be bought in medium sized lots for prompt shipment; 
no demand for future delivery. Some little orders for spot 
peaches are comig in; no buying, at all, for future delivery. 
Pie grated pineapples and the medium grade of sliced pines 


are in light demand; the higher grades are dull. Cherries were: 
dull this week, both red and white.
